The appropriation bill provid- 
ing funds for the National 
Guard and the Army Reserve 
passed’ by the Senate Aug. 13 
contained an amendement offer- 
ed by Senators Spessard Holl- 
and and Strom Thurmond 
(., S. C) making it mandatory 
to maintain the-strength of the 
Reserves at 300,000 during fis- 
cal 1959. 

After- the Appropriations 
Committee, of which Senator 
Holland is a member, had added 
funds sufficient to support a 
300,000-man Army Reserve, 
Holland and Thurmond added 
language making it mandatory 
to keep the Reserves at, this 
manpower level during fiscal
